SAMUEL DELANY was one of the three major talents of sf to appear in the sixties. HLa 
view of the strangeness of the future is matched by no one save Cordwainer Snith. Delfim 
ny first made his reputation with his novels, like £Ai3fiL-17 and EMPIRE STAR, then began 
writing fabulous start stories, fbr half a decade, however, he disappeared from writing^ 
He still taught at Clarion and turned up at some Cons, and he edited a fine series of 
original sf stories, poems and illos with Marlyn ffeckjas ^UARK, but nothing appeared 
from his pen. At Clarion »?2 he explained: he had written a novel under contract, hav« 
ing received the largest advance for an sf book up to that time for hardcover, uhen he 
turned the book in, it was too large. A profit couldn't be made, considering the limit- 
ed market for sf , so the money was listed in unrecoverable assets or somesuch. 

last spring, however, a novel by Delany came out in paperback, over 600 pages long* 
Is that that novel from 1972? The novel, DHALGREN has gotten raves from meinsteam review- 
ers like Gerald Jonas, but sf fandom's reaction has been disappointed. Hie book, many 
claim, is garbled and redundant and how many pages did you read before you put it down? 

LESTER DEL REX: Lester somehow managed to parlay a topical sf book, NERVES into a major 
reputation. Biis novel, published by ASTOUNDING in 19^2 is about the psychological pres- 
sures on the workers of an atomic plant about to explode. Nowadays the characters look 
wooden and the action slow. 

Mast of Del Rey «s work has been fraught with this problem- slowness, along with a 
sometimes-sticky sentimentality and a tendency to preach. 

He has a talent for drawing pictures of slums, and this makes POLICE YOUR PLANBT, 
twenty-two years old, fascinating... if you don't have to live in a slum. 

He has written one book which I can unqualifiedly praise: THE ELEVENTH COMMANDMENT, 
about an earth in the aftermath of an atomic war, in which the Catholic Church is in 
control, rigidly enforcing rules about procreation. See if you can find this one about. 

AUGUST DERLETH is best known as H.P.Lovecra ft 's posthumous collaborator and worshipp- 
er. He has written much outside our genre's walls, much of it excellent, but his horr- 
or stories are plebian and his works in the Lovecraftian vein don't make use of Love- 
craft's ft> e* like vocabulary and structure, and seem boring. They probably are. 

Dsleth, by the way, died within a week of John Campbell. An interesting coincidence, 
since Derleth did incredible work in saving sf *s foremost horror writing from obcurity, 
while Campbell made possible sf 's modern, academic semi-respectibility.

his single spell, a sleep spell, on those forty-three crazed ores charging down on him, 
or should he let the two fighters, one cleric and three hobbit thief hirelings handle 
them? If he decides yes, all he can do is throw knives* He should have opted to be a 
Hobbit thief and get bonuses that way. Or he decides to sleep some of them, and for the 
rest of the expedition all he can do is throw knives* He should have been a et c. 
This is, perhaps not unrealistic, but unenjoyable. 

Theref ore the chart below. Hie intersection of the magic-user Level and the Spell 
Level tell you how many times any given spell may be used each day* Thus a ninth-level 
magic-user could cast three fireballs, three haste spells and three slow spells each 
day. That 's nine spells from the third-level table. More than Gygax will allow, but less
